10,000 PHONES IN ALBERTA, 

The expansion of the telephone sys- 
tem of Alberta is one of the remark- 
able evidences partly of the use that 
is being put to the telephones on the 
one hand and partly of the great 
growth of the province on the other 
hand. 

The new book for the telephone 
company shows that there are in the 
neighborhood of 16,000 telephones. 

Caigary leads with 3,179 telephones. 
Edmonton has 2,264, 

The other leading cities and towns 
are as follows: Lethbridge, 722; 
Strathcona, 450; Medicine Hat, 409; 
Macleod, 284; Wetaskiwin 244; Clares- 
holm, 194; Pincher Creek, 179; Cam- 
rose; 169; High River, 165; Red Deer 
159; Lacombe, 155; Stettler, 128;
